Durable Peace Before Disarmament, But Unless Con¬ 
ference Leads to Disarmament It Will Be Failure, 
British Premier Says. 


LORD MAYOR OF

Genoa, April 11.—George Tcliitcherin, head of the Russian 
Soviet delegation to the Economic Conference, issued a state¬ 
ment to-day declaring it useless- to discuss the reconstruction 
of Europe without also discussing disarmament. 

Amelioration of present conditions is impossible while the 
“imperialistic countries” continue vast expenditures for the 
maintenance of large armies, he said. 


Belfast, April 11.—Lord Mayor 
O'Neill, of Dublin, has issued in¬ 
vitations to prominent leaders of 
the opposing parties to Southern 
Ireland to meet for discussion of 
the entire poiltical situation with 
a view to reaching unity, it was 
learned here this afternoon.

Interviewed at his studio at 529 
St. Anne Street, Manners asserted 
the charges are simply a misunder¬ 
standing and that he will be able to 
clear himself of all suspicion within 
a few days. "I did receive money 
with which to purchase or lease oil 
properties in Mexico," Manners said, 
"but the total is only $1,500. I had 
traveled extensively in Mexico dur¬ 
ing more peaceful conditions and 
flattered myself that I was ac¬ 
quainted with conditions. I was in 
Tampico, Mexico, in July of 1920, but 
my own experience plus the advice 
of friends prevented me from invest¬ 
ing the money I had received. I 
traveled back to Texas, determined 
to await a betterment of conditions. 
In 1921. however, my wife gave birt'h 
to a son and 1 postponed a trip I had 
contemplated making into Mexico. 
Her health was affected by tho j 
childbirth and 1 value my wife more 
ihan any oil properties or alleged 
friends. In October of 1921 she re¬ 
covered her health and we came to 
New Orleans. I was determined to 
provide for my wife and then set out 
for Mexico. My plans were halted 
by the arrival of postal authorities." 

His Career. 

Manners declared that he was born 
at Simla, India, ot Irish parents. Ills 
education was gained In Ireland. At 
the ago of twenty-three, being 
afflicted with a spirit of wanderlust. 
Manners declared he started out to 
see the world. For twenty-five 
years, he said, "I have tramped, rid¬ 
den ?nd flown on earth's surface, 
went swimming In tho blue waters 
of the Southern Pacific, traveled on 
the Mediterranean Sea, fished in the 
Red Sea and sweated and thirsted on 
the Dead and Caspian Seas. I have 
been half frozen in Arctic and An¬ 
tarctic waters, have braved the 
frozen northlands, sweltered in tropi¬ 
cal countries and lived in the more 
temperate climes, in fact, 1 can 
truthfully say that I have been in 
every country on the face of the 
earth and have sailed on every sea. 
During that time I have written, 
romance, fiction, tragedy, comedy and 
high-brow articles for magazines in 
America and England. 1 lectured for 
the Red Cross during the wnr and 
tried desperate to get into service. I 
was hardly more than fifty, in the 
prime of health and fitted to com¬ 
mand, but they told me I was too old. 
told me to go and lecture. I did. I 
would have scrubbed floors, I would 
have done anything." 

Atmosphere. 

Since coming to New’ Orleans, 
Manners declared, he had had several 
stories accepted by American maga¬ 
zines. lie is at present working on 
a brochure dealing with the points of 
interest in New Orleans. He will 
call it "Atmosphere.” Buti it is up to 
Judge Foster in the United States 
District Court to decide whether 
I Manners can resume his wandering-* 
on the face of the earth or dream of 
past exploits while serving time in 
the federal prison at Atlanta, Georgia. 


Genoa, April 11.—Consideration of the Russian question by the 
International * Economic Conference and Financial Conference 
began to-day with the meeting of the Russian commission appointed 
yesterday by the Conference chairman, Premier Fusta of Italy. 

The clash between the Russians and French at the opening yes¬ 
terday was still the subject of excited comment as the delegates 
gathered to-dav. Allied diplomats believe that only the prompt 
intervention of Prime Minister Lloyd George of Great Britain and 
the firm attitude of the chairman averted a break which would 
have seriously affected the coming deliberations. Announcement 
by George Tcliitcherin, head of the Soviet delegation, that Russia 
was prepared to support any proposals that would avert war or 

[--■ - - ■. - - . 11 lighten the burden of armament was 

accepted as a fling at the French 
military policy by Louis Barthou, 
who heatedly declared that Franc* 
would refuse to discuss disarma¬ 
ment at Genoa. 

Durable Peace. 

While Mr. Lloyd George appealed 
to the delegates to adhere to the 
agenda as adopted by the Supreme 
Council at CanYies, he made the flat 
declaration that "unless tho Genoa 
Conference leads to disarmament, it 
will bo a failure." 

"But before you get to disarma¬ 
ment," he added, "you must have 4 
durable peace. With the present 
agenda we have all the cargo the 
ship can carry." 

M. Tcliitcherin made another at¬ 
tempt to gain the floqr. but was re¬ 
fused the privilege by the chairman,^ 
who insisted the discussion had gone 
far enough, and ruled that the agenda 
must be followed. 

After quiet was restored appoint¬ 
ment was announced of the commis¬ 
sions on verification of credentials, 
the Russian question, finance, eco¬ 
nomic questions and transport. 
Keynote. 

The keynote of the conference was 
sounded by Mr. Lloyd George, when 
he outlined the "only conditions on 
which we can consent to deal with 
others," this supposedly referring 
specifically to the Russians. 

"The first is." he said, "when a 
country enters into contractual obli¬ 
gations with another country or its 
nationals for value received, the con¬ 
tract can not be repudiated whenever 
the country changes its government 
without reluming value. The second 
is that no country can wage war on 
tho institutions of another. The third 
is that one nation shall not engage in 
aggressive operations against the ter¬ 
ritory of another. The fourth is that 
the nationals of one country shall he 
entitled to impartial justice in the 
courts of another." 

Mutual Views.. 

Louis Barthou, head of the French 
delegation, told the representatives 
of the Exchange Telegraph that ho 
was particularly pleased with the way 
in which Mr. Lloyd George had 
smoothed over the incident between 
himself and M. Tcliitcherin, head of 
the Russian Soviet delegation, at yes¬ 
terday's session. Mr. Lloyd George, 
he said, had upheld "views which are 
mutual." 

M. Barthou was glad at the turn 
events had taken, as he realized that 
discussion was inevitable and it was 
much better that the incident should 
be cleared up at the opening session.

Public Bodies Recognize Value 
of Drydock Construction to 


Community 


Expected to Be Introduced 
During Present Session 


The various public bodies are ral¬ 
lying to aid in defraying the cost of 
the Victoria drydock delegation, 
which will leave the city on Thurs¬ 
day, In order to be in Ottawa in time 
for the resumption of the session 
after the Easter holidays. 

Victoria will grant $1,000, and Onk 
Bay $200. The Saanich Council will 
not meet until Thursday to deal with 
the application. Esquimau Council 
has voted $250 for the expense of ita 
delegate. T. B. Booth, of Nanaimo, 
w’ho took a keen Interest in the dry- i 
dock during his recent political cam¬ 
paign. 

The Vancouver Board of Trade has 
been informed from Ottawa that the 
Federal Government will secure ad¬ 
ditional information before proceed¬ 
ing further with dock construction on 
the Pacific Coast. 

A message to The Vancouver 
World says that, the Government will 
proceed with the subsidy granted for 
the Vancouver dock, on the ground 
that the work is not one of govern¬ 
ment construction, but a private en¬ 
terprise, involving an expenditure 
of about $170,000 per year in subsi¬ 
dies. The message, however, fore¬ 
casts some variations in the contract. 

A considerable amount of data is 
to be gathered for the information of 
members of the Government befefe 
the delegation leaves Victoria for the 
Capital.

Railway Board Turns Down 
Common-user Track 

Plan to Connect Car Tracks 
With Railways 


Athens, April 11.—A telegram to 
the Exchange Telegraph from 
ftmyrnsf says Greek headquarters 
there has categorically rejected 
the proposals for an armistice 
with the Turks in so far as they 
deal with tho removal of the Greek 
army from the line between 
Afiun-Karahissar and Eski-Shehr. 


Plans for establishing a common- 
user track on tho Reserve, where 
cars could be transferred from the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo Railway 
system to the C. N. It. system have 
been rejected by the Dominion Board 
nf Railway Commissioners, the civic 
authorities have been Informed. 

Rejection of the common-user 
track scheme by the Railway Board 
will not affect the Johnson Street 
bridge project adversely. City En¬ 
gineer F. M. Preston explained to¬ 
day. The bridge project will be con¬ 
tinued now in such a way that it 
will be possible to link the I*. C. 
Electric Railway Company's tracks in 
the city up with the tracks of the two 
railway stystems and with the Ogden 
Point piers. Mr. Preston stated. 

To carry 11. C. Electric freight ears 
over to the Reserve, a third rail Is 
being installed on the traffic side of 
the new bridge now. Thus it will be 
possible for an electric engine, draw¬ 
ing a heavy train of cars, to carry 
freight from Ogden Point piers to the 
Reserve, where freight could bo 
loaded on C. P. R. or C. N. R. trains, 
provided the necessary connections 
wore made at the wharves, Mr. Pres¬ 
ton said. Tho street car system and 
its extension to the Reserve in tills 
way would serve the purposes of,the 
proposed common-user track which 
was turned down by the Railway 
Board, he added. *

Inter - Provincial Conference 
Under Consideration 


Heads of International Rotary 
Pay City Flying Visit 


Ottawa, April 11.—The calling of 
an inter-provincial conference to dis¬ 
cuss the eight-hour day und other 
conventions of the International 
Labor Conference held at Washing¬ 
ton under the aegis of the Leaguo of 
Nations in October and November. 
1919, is now being considered, it was 
said in the House yesterday in reply 
to a question by A. W. Neill, Inde¬ 
pendent, Comox-Albernl. 

Mr. Neill also asked if the Govern¬ 
ment was prepared to authorize the 
eight-hour day on all Government 
contracts. The reply stated that the 
practice with respect to works per¬ 
formed for the Dominion Government 
requires that the working hours shall 
be in conformity with the practice 
of the law of the locality. 

"Since the provinces are under¬ 
stood to have, the representations of 
the convention tinder consideration, 
in the opinion of the Government, a 
change of practice ,or policy at the 
present time might only serve to 
create misconception and confusion 
or to prejudice the position of the 
provinces in dealing with this mat¬ 
ter,” the reply concludes.

T>ondon, April 11.—(Canadian Press 
Cable)—Angry scenes occurred yes¬ 
terday at a meeting of the creditors 
and shareholders of the City Equit¬ 
able Fire Insurance Company, TAd., 
one of the subsidiary companies of 
(vhich Gerard L. Bevan who dis¬ 
appeared from London last January, 
was president. The official receiver 
explained that the company w’as 
formed in May last year for the pur¬ 
pose of acquiring shares in four in¬ 
surance companies. Referring to an 
Imposing lis.t of assets contained In 
the prospectus last July, the receiver 
declared that these assets had then 
ceased to exist as interest-bearing 
secufities. The assets were now esti¬ 
mate at £9,526. the liquidator 
stated, and the liabilities exceeded 
£1,500,000. 

The meeting refused to listen to a 
solicitor who attempted to speak on 
behalf of the directors. Thereupon 
two directors endeavored to reply to 
angrv questions until a shareholder 
asked what the directors considered 
their duty to be.

tentative plans for the projected 
Amusement Centre. 

It was useless to talk “Blue Ruin” 
and to bemoan the lack of activity in 
the city, held the speaker.

The Amuse¬ 
ment Centre eould-be built on bonds 
issued with the first series return¬ 
able in twenty-five years. The an¬ 
nual Upkeep of the Centre would be 
in the neighborhood of $100,000, and 
Its Income would l*e about the same 
figure at the commencement. After 
five years the Centro would he the 
property of Victoria, and wquld he a 
money making project, apart entirely 
from its us*> as a much needed at¬ 
traction to the tourist who is now 
afforded little hut scenery to enter¬ 
tain him while in this city. 

The Scheme. 

In outlining the plans f<*r the 
Amusement Centre Mrs. Hodges 
stated that the ground floor would 
comprise i large salt water swimming 
pool, t which could he divided into 
three sections. One section would be 
for ladies, another for beginners and 
children, ami the main portion for 
aquatic carnivals. 

The swimming pool could he 
covered over with a movable sectional 
floor, which would provide accom¬ 
modation in the building f<-r ((in¬ 
vent ions of 1 h.000 delegates, she 
pointed out. Tiers of seats would 
rise to the second story, giving tin 
excellent auditorium for musical at¬ 
tractions. which would then become 
possible at popular prices. 

On the third and top floor, would 
ho a promenade 50 feet wide, running 
the entire circumference of the build¬ 
ing. with numerous other facilities 
to take care -of meetings of the 
various associations in the city. A 
sloping ramp to bring cars up to the 
second storey could be arranged, the 
whole forming an admirable feature 
for dances, banquets and other pub¬ 
lic functions.

Vodka, one of the most fiery drinks 
known to mankind, and until it was 
banned by the Bolshevists, the popu¬ 
lar beverage of Russia, has been 
ordered for British Columbia liquor 
stores, it was learned to-day at the 
Liquor Control Board offices. 

Most of the vodka for B. C. which 
has been ordered by Reginald K. 
Hose, secretary of the Liquor Board, 
is per cent, alcohol. But for those 
who do not like their vodka so 
strong. Mr. Hose has brought in u 
smaller quantity which is 80 per 
cent, alcohol. 

Vodka Is distilled from barley, 
wheat and potatoes. 

Along with the consignment of 
vodka, the Board is bringing in a 
quantity of vlshnlck, another form of 
Northern European fire water and 
almost as enlivening In Its efforts as 
vodka. This vlshnlck, it was ex¬ 
plained by Liquor Board officials to¬ 
day. is brought in because some who 
have been accustomed to such strong 
drinks prefer a rye product and vlsh- 
nlck is made from pure rye. 

These exotic drinks will he carried 
chiefly bv the Liquor Board in Van¬ 
couver. They have been lift rod uced 
here by the Liquor Board at the re¬ 
quest of the Jewish Rabbi of Van¬ 
couver, who claimed that Jews in 
R.c. cannot properly celebrate some 
of their historic festivals without lhe 
drinks they were accustomed to In 
Europe. Because the supply of these 
drinks Is limited it is likely that tluy 
will he supplied to persons only on 
order from the Jewish.

Graham, Minister of 
Militia, intimated in the course of the 
debate that reductions in the strength 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police w’ere planned, and that, as far 
as was practicable, the activities of 
the force would be confined to the 
unorganized territories.

gnnizatlon. 

“It is no part of the business of 
the Federal Government.” said Hon. 
T. A. Crerar. “to do police work in 
the provinces, and it is on that 
ground that I think the activities of 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
should be confined to tho unorgan¬ 
ized territory.” 

Excellent Work. 

Speaking to his motion, . Mr. 
Woodsworth said it was generally 
'recognized hut excellent work had 
been done by the Northwest Mounted 
Police in tho policing of unorganized 
territory and pioneer settlements.

Local Council Considers Prob¬ 
lem of Feeble-minded: Edu¬ 
cational System Criticized 

The problem of the sub-normal 
child wjjs again to the fore at yes¬ 
terday’s meeting of tho Local Coun¬ 
cil of Women when in the course 
of a report by the special committee 
appointed to look into the mat¬ 
ter. Mrs. J. D. Gordon quoted cer¬ 
tain recommendations made by Miss 
Dauphinee, an expert psychologist, 
who has heen engaged in this work 
in the Vancouver schools for the 
past twelve years. 

Travelling Clinic. 

Miss Dauphinee laid emphasis 
upon the urgent need for a travel¬ 
ing psychol(3gieal clinic for British 
Columbia. Vancouver has 18,000 
school children and its School Board 
maintains . a psychological clinic 
which has proved invaluable in 
analyzing oases of sub-normal chil¬ 
dren in the higher grades of men¬ 
tality. Outside of Vancouver there is 
no city large enough to maintain 
tills, but a traveling clinic would 
Prove of immense benefit in the rest 
of the Province where the proportion 
of sub-normal is Just as high, she 
claimed. 

Training School. 

The suggestion was also made by 
Miss Dauphinee that tho present 
school for boys at Essondale should 
be turned into a training school for I 
the feeble-minded of both sexes. 
While she vuis.of the opinion that 
excellent work had heen done at the 
Institution, Miss Dauphinee thought j 
It an economic waste to fill a boys’ 
reform school with feeble-minded 
boys who cannot be reformed ami 
who after two years in tho school 
are turned out again into the world 
to repeut offences for which they 
are 5 not mentally responsible. 

"For sub-normal people live In¬ 
habits formed in the formative 
period of childhood and have not in¬ 
telligence enough to change them i 
and w-hen their - social reactions 
have proved them lacking In abil¬ 
ity to manage their affairs, so that | 
they are always in trouble and the ] 
public is not safe, then the only ! 
thing Is to permanently segregate 
them," she averred. 

To Make Survey. 

Mrs. V. S. MacLachlan. convener 
of the committee on the subject, 
recommended that a trained psy¬ 
chologist make a survey of soim* 
school district, as in the lower main¬ 
land near Vancouver, with a view 
to obtaining figures from which the 
percentage of sub-normal children 
in the Province could be obtained. 
To secure this end she suggested 
that the Local Councils, Women’s 
Institutes. 1. O. D. E., W. C. T. IT. 
and uther women's bodies co-operate 
tn the matter. Mrs: MacLachlan 
was empowered by the Council to 
make further investigations along 
these lines with a view- to securing 
concerted action. 

During the discussion Miss Wark. 
the police woman, cited the case of 
a mentally de/octive boy'on this Isl¬ 
and who had caused injuries to 
eleven boys and girls, showing th • 
danger in allowing sub-normals to 
be at large. 

Educational "Frills." 

Miss Cann gave a report ns con¬ 
vener of the education committee, 
following which Mrs. .1. D. Gordon 
deplored the tendency of the city to 
cut down on the cost of education 
and at tho same time spend many 
thousands of dollars in advertising. 
Good schools she claimed were the 
best advertisement a city could have. 
The so-called "frills" she declared 
were not the domestic economy and 
manual training Classes, bin the ob¬ 
solete lists of kings anti similar 
"relics of the middle ages" included 
in the school curricula. The educa¬ 
tional system, she declared, should be 
devised with a view to training the 
young to the positions for which they 
were best fitted in life. 

Street Car Accidents. 

During the afternoon Mrs. H. IV. 
Graves referred to the rerent acci¬ 
dents which have occurred in street 
luirs and suggested that the insertion 
of ^ glass panel in the whole length 
of the car doors and the inclusion of 
handles, outside as well as inside 
would permit the driver to see pas¬ 
sengers on alighting and do much 
to minimize the present danger. The 
secretary was instructed to write to 
this effect to the B. C. Electric Co. 

A resolution from the Ministerial 
Association In regard to the drug 
traffic menace was endorsed and will 
be sent to otjier I<ocal Councils for 
endorsatlon. ft was decided to hold 
a rummage, sale in aid of the Coun¬ 
cil’s finances on May 6.

Accom¬ 
panied by the Hon. W. H. Sutherland, 
Minister of Public Works, the Pre¬ 
mier went to Mission. 

“We proceeded to Hatslc where we 
inspected the damage done by .high 
water in 1920 which resulted in pro¬ 
tracted litigation between Messrs | 
Morrison and the Dewdney Dyking ; 
Commissioners," the Premier said. | 

“It is almost unbelievable that such i 
a, small matter should have led to ! 
such an enormously expensive law ; 
suit, the legal costs of which. 1 am ] 
Informed, will run between twenty j 
and thirty thousand dollars, and there 
is still talk of an appeal being made 
to the Privy Council. 

“The people there are praying for 
the Government to take over the 
management of this dyking area, aud 
very largely blame the Commission • 
ers for their present position. I am 
advised that last year a tax of ap¬ 
proximately $9 per acre was levied j 
by the Commissioners. Very natural- i 
ly, only a portion of the amount levied 
was collected <*nd the land owners 
are now appealing to the Government J 
for financial aid and also for some re¬ 
lief which will prevent future litiga¬ 
tion. 

Even were the dyking area placed 
under an Inspector of Dykes, as pe¬ 
titioned for by the land owners, this 
of itself would not prevent future 
litigation or in any way relieve the 
present financial situation. It Is re¬ 
presented that the Commissioners 
have not and cannot secure sufficient 
moneys to make necessary repairs 
and provide for the necessury opera¬ 
tion of the pumps for the coming sea¬ 
son. 

“In other words, they are asking 
the Government to come to their re¬ 
lief to the extent Of thirty or thirty- 
five thousand dollars immediately 
something which the Government has 
no legislative authority to do. 

Look* Too Costly. ' 

"After examining the Dewdney 
area, we proceeded to Nlcomen Isl¬ 
and and we found that our wors’ 
fears of the continued erosion of the 
banks of the river were fully justi¬ 
fied. Near McDonald’s Funding the 
dyke for three or four hundred yards 
has entirely disappeared, and in an 
ordinary high year will flood a lurgc 
portion of Nicomen Island. The sit¬ 
uation is most deplorable. The Do¬ 
minion Department of Public Works 
has abandoned its attempt to cut a 
channel through the gravel bar on 
the South side of the river opposite 
McDonald’s Landing, and the general 
outlook for the future as far as Nico- 1 
men Island is concerned is very i 
gloomy indeed. 

“The whole position in respect toi 
these dyking areas will be very care- 
fullv considered by the Executive 
Cotmcil. I am. however, more con¬ 
firmed than ever in the opinion which 
I formed some two years ago that 
the revenue of the Province is en¬ 
tirely inadequate to cope with the 
situation.”

"At least five clubs in our league 
have a chance to win the 1922 pen¬ 
nant, and since nothing is certain in 
baseball any one of the other three 
may spring a surprise and confound 
sven the experts. The New York 
club, of course, as winner of the 
world's series last year, carries its 
strength and prestige over into-the 
new season. But it cannot be taken 
for granted that the game will re¬ 
peat.'. ,
